DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-4 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by USPN 
5,758,392 to Anscher et al. Anscher et al (Fig. 7) discloses a hook (1) for a cargo net, the hook 
comprising a planar attachment portion (1 1) for attachment to the cargo net (i.e. line or cord), the 
attachment portion defining a longitudinal axis; a planar supporting portion (10) which extends 
from the attachment portion in a direction of the longitudinal axis and which is generally 
coplanar with the attachment portion, the supporting portion defining an aperture there-through; 
and a retaining portion (30) which extends in a plane of the supporting portion, the retaining 
portion being resiliently deformable away from the plane of the supporting portion (as seen in 
Fig. 7) such that, in use, the retaining portion grips a projection to prevent the hook from being 
inadvertently released. 

Referring to claims 2-4, Anscher et al discloses that the supporting portion further 
includes a boundary member (13) that extends about the aperture. The supporting portion has an 
elongate arcuate shape and extends from a base portion (12) connected with the attachment 
portion to a tip portion (14) thereby defining the arcuate aperture, wherein the retaining portion 
extends from the base portion towards the tip portion. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 5-9 were previously recorded as being allowed. 

New claims 1 1 and 12 are allowed over the prior art made of record. 


Response to Applicant's Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed in Amendment B on August 25, 2003 have been fully 
considered but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's remarks on pages 7-10 that 
query the rejection of claims 1-4 and 10 made by the prior art references relied upon (Aszody 
and Burns) and the amendment to claims 1 and 10, #5,758,392 to Anscher et al has been cited 
which more clearly meets the limitations of applicant's claims. Accordingly, claims 1-4 and 10 
remain rejected. Claims 5-9, 1 1 and 12 are allowed over the prior art of record.
